Medical Association explains that 
during the process of cell division 
—Ihe basis of normal body growth 
and repair—cells become differ¬ 
entiated into the specific kinds 
needed for each organ or body 
function. 

Each kind of cell divides into 
its own kind, equipped to do the 
job it was designed to do.

Revenue Agents Have Credentials 


POLITICAL MANEUVERS BY 
LAWYERS FOR INDUSTRY 

To the. Editor: 

Two years and eight, months 
ago, an Ordinance, No. 2236, 
Was passed by the Granite City 
council and signed by the 
mayor then in office. 

This was an ordinance that 
stated that upon investigation 
by the city council of the city of 
Granite City, the city and its 
inhabitants suffered from air 
pollution. 

To safeguard the health and 
welfare of the citizens. Ordi¬ 
nance No. 2236 set down cer¬ 
tain rules and regulations gov¬ 
erning air pollution and created 
an air pollution control board, 
which had the power to penal¬ 
ize violators of the rules and 
regulations of this ordinance. 

This was a progressive step 
forward, to help combat the 
serious pollution problem that 
faced Granite City. 

Then, on July 7, 1967, a sec¬ 
ond step forward was taken by 
Granite City council members 
and an amendment to the 1965 
ordinance was written in to 
make it- more stringent and a 
useful instrument toward com¬ 
bating (the growing pollution 
probleiq that was evident dn 
our city. 

This more stringent ordi¬ 
nance was 'known as Ordinance 
No. 2476 and was only allowed 
a short bow on the stage, as it 
was soon to be replaced by an¬ 
other aim ended ordinance, No. 
2503, which was written by the 
attorneys for industry and was 
designed for easy compliance 
by industry. 

Recently, the city attorney 
discovered that the 1965 ordi¬ 
nance had not officially been 
published and therefore, ac¬ 
cording to state statutes, had 
not been made into law. 

Therefore, all amendments 
added thereafter were in ac¬ 
tuality pull and void, and in 
truth, Granite City has legally 
been without any air pollution 
ordinance to protect it for two 
years and eight months. 

Immediately, the attorneys 
representing industry in our 
town rushed to the city clerk 
1 and advised him to publish the 
1965 ordinance and to reprint 
all the amended ordinances 
that had previously been pub¬ 
lished at the expense of the 
taxpayers, without watting for 
a ruling by the city attorney. 

This jmove was a clean cut 
example of how fast industry 
moves |to protect its interests. 

Why didn’t the attorneys for 
industry go through the proper 
council j channels and bring it 
before them for proper action? 
Does this show a distrust for 
the council members? 

Why the sudden panic by in¬ 
dustries' attorneys to have 
something published at the tax¬ 
payers’ expense that may be il¬ 
legal? What sort of political 
maneuvers will be tried next 
by the attorneys for industry? 

As a citizen of this commu¬ 
nity who has been present at 
many council meetings, air pol¬ 
lution hearings, bdfh city and 
court ty wide, and has also 
traveled to Springfield on pollu¬ 
tion matters, I feel that it is 
time for all of the citizens of 
this Community to become 
aware of that fact that indus¬ 
try does not intend for the tax- 
paying Citizens to have a say 
in running their town. 

Industry has and will con¬ 
tinue tp make all vifal decisions 
for Granite City. 

If there are any brave citi¬ 
zens left in this community who 
are upafraid to speak out, 
pleasejeome out of hiding now 
and Remand that your city 
counci!( start representing you, 
and not the industrial group 
that it has been representing 
for the past year. 

To date, there are only three 
men dn the Granite City coun¬ 
cil not afraid to stand up 
against the overpowering in¬ 


fluence of local industry, name¬ 
ly Clyde Boyd, Earl Jarrett 
and Richard Fry. 

This small band of men and 
the mayor of our town are the 
only hope that the citizens have 
for anything better for the fu¬ 
ture of Granite City. 

I have only praise and ad¬ 
miration for these men. Isn’t it 
about time that the other thir¬ 
teen members of the city coun¬ 
cil earned some respect and 
learned to think of the people' 
and for the people of Granite 
City first?

Miles Laboratories designated Granite Crty 
as the world headquarters of its new Union Di¬ 
vision of Process Industries, and Granite City 
Steel Co. dedicated new facilities greatly ex¬ 
panding its steelmaking capacity. Aro Dressel 
Foods Corp. became a division of Prairie Farms 
Dairy. _ 

Steelabrade Corp. announced plans for a 
new local sheet steel processing firm in a 
13,000-square-foot plant at 160? Cleveland 
blvd. The Madison County Carpenters District 
Council dedicated spacious new headquarters 
on West Chain of Rocks road. 

New apartments and homes were con¬ 
structed and additional residential projects were 
announced. « 

W. T. Grant Co. started a 20,000-square- 
foot expansion of its local store. Dow Chemical 
Co. began producing at Madison the largest 
extrusions ever made anywhere for aircraft; the 
105-foot curved aluminum sections will become 
a part of the huge Boeing 747. 

SIU-SW offered its research facilities for 
job expansion and industrial development ac¬ 
tivities. Absence of jurisdictional strife here was 
spotlighted by the three-thousandths of 1 % 
record during the more than four million man¬ 
hours devoted to construction work at Granite 
City Steel Co. in 1965-67.

Special committees were appointed to prepare 
remedial recommendations. 


HEALTH-Statewide fluoridation was 

authorized. A St. Elizabeth Hospital moderniza¬ 
tion-expansion fund drive was successful, and 
an intensive care unit was established there. 

The YMCA expanded its physical fitness 
program. Reilly Tar & Chemical Co. switched 
to smokeless fuel and Granite City air pollution 
control regulations were strengthened. 

Efforts to achieve two-state regional clean 
air standards progressed but the Missouri gov¬ 
ernor balked at a formal regional body pro¬ 
posed by the Illinois governor. 


TRAFFIC — Widening and repaving of 
Nameoki road north of St. Clair avenue was 
completed and similar work was started from 
there south to Edwardsville road. 

Maryville road railroad crossing gates and 
electric signals were installed as a result of ef¬ 
forts by citizens. Southward progress of the 
Great River Road continued. A new divided 
four-lane highway connecting Interstate 270 
with the heart of the SIU-SW campus was 
opened, as was the new free bridge connecting 
Illinois with Poplar street in St. Louis. 


EDUCATION — Southern Illinois Univer¬ 
sity's Southwestern campus held labor, journal¬ 
ism and industrial development seminars, open¬ 
ed the university center, established intercollegi¬ 
ate athletics and continued an active construction 
program, including apartments. Friends of 
Music, Friends of the Library and the Tri-Cities 
Chamber of Commerce Foreign Affairs group 
became active. 

Proposed creation of a multiple - county 
junior, college was defeated by voters. 

Granite City schools established a night 
high school, purchased a future junior high 
school - administrative site and saved large 
sums by revising safety remodeling plans. Madi¬ 
son schools were visited by Vietnamese edu¬ 
cators, expanded their administrative staff and 
experienced a policy dispute during which stu¬ 
dent attendance dropped sharply. Venice schools 
planned a grade school addition and a vo¬ 
cational education center. 


GOVERNMENT—Granite City voters ap¬ 
proved a $3.4-million sewer construction pro¬ 
gram. The city council redistricted and aider- 
men were elected from the new wards. Urban 
renewal planning for parking and commercial 
facilities progressed and then was halted by the 
council. One-way streets were revised and the 
civil defense center was modernized. An 85- 
foot aerial ladder fire truck was provided by 
• Granite Gty Steel Co. in exchange for streets 
in its expansion area. A sewage treatment plant 
was dedicated. 

Venice updated its city code and exten¬ 
sively improved street lighting. 

■ The Granite City ice skating rink-recrea¬ 
tion center was opened, work progressed on a 
Venice community center and expansion of the 
Nameoki township hall was plapned. Forma¬ 
tion of the village of Chouteau was proposed. 
Agreement was reached on future Lewis and 
Clark area harbor and park facilities. 

The Army Depot marked its 25th year and 
“Camp Granite" Was simultaneously establish¬ 
ed in Vietnam by former local units. The Depot 
expanded its training and services to all federal 
agencies in this metropolitan area and along 
with SIU-SW launched training of jobless adults. 

The East-West Gateway Coordinating 
Council revamped its structure, began coordinat¬ 
ing all federal aid grants and planned a major 
expansion of its planning staff. 

A Levee District hillside drainage plan 
using millions of local property tax dollars'was 
blocked, and the district later sought increased 
federal funds for various projects. The levee 
board opened its pre-meeting caucuses at the 
instigation of the Press-Record. 

Madison county sought to avoid a prop¬ 
erty assessment multiplier, restricted dumping 
of trash and garbage, weeded out ineligible 
names on voting lists, started construction of a 
juvenile detention home, obtained competition 
in road oil bidding, expanded the sheriff deputy 
staff and withheld action on proposed air pollu¬ 
tion legislation. 

At the state level, the presidential succes¬ 
sion amendment to the U. S. constitution was 
ratified, a ban on independent township candi¬ 
dates was corrected in time for the 1967 elec¬ 
tion, $400,000 to buy Horseshoe Lake park 
land was approved and then vetoed, the open 
meeting law was strengthened, the combined 
state-county-local sales tax was boosted from 
four to five cents- a dollar,’ -‘county and Local 
governmental tax rate limits were eased, a move 
to place housing authorities on a regional basis 
was defeated and a custom of Assembly-called 
special sessions was started. 


GENERAL IMPROVEMENTS AND AC¬ 
COMPLISHMENTS— Outstanding safety rec¬ 
ords were achieved at A. O. Smith Corp. and the 
Granite City Army Depot. 

Emphasis on tourism was aided by such 
attractions as the A i n a d Shrine ceremonial, 
largest parade in local history. Elk* arranged 
-for their state bowling tournament to be held 
he* for eight weeks in the spring of 1968. The 
Mitchell Athletic club made plans to develop 
baseball, basketbalj, football and soccer facili¬ 
ties. 

Cultural highlights included presentation of 
a Broadway musical, annual art and Christmas 
decorating shows and an SIU-SW muaicale and 

A community-wide clean-up. fix-up cam¬ 
paign was conducted and a center for employ¬ 
ment of the handicapped was developed. Bright¬ 
er business area lighting was scheduled. Fed¬ 
eral grants were accepted in the amount of $ 1.- 
500,000 for sewer installation and $1,392,856 
for hospital construction. ^

The column an¬ 
swers the questions most fre¬ 
quently asked by taxpayers.) 

Q—If someone comes to check 
on your tax return, how can 
you tell if he’s really an IRS 
agent? 

A—An IRS agent will nor¬ 
mally identify hiibself by ex¬ 
hibiting distinctive Credentials. 
If he fails to so identify himself, 
he should be requested to pro¬ 
duce his credentials. 

Q—Are hunting licenses de¬ 
ductible? 

A—No, they are not. 

Travel for Medical Care 
Q—If I have to take my son 
to another city for medical 
treatment, will I be allowed any 
deduction for our travel costa? 

A—If the trip is taken to ob¬ 
tain medical care and not for 
personal reasons, then your 
transportation costs as well as 
your son’s will be deductible as 
a medical expense. 

If you drive, you may take a 
deduction of five cents a mfle, 
in lieu of your actual expenses 
for gas and oil, plus whatever 
you spend for tolls and parking 
fees. 

The costs of meals and lodg¬ 
ing while enroute or at the des¬ 
tination are not deductible ex¬ 
cept to the extent they are fur¬ 
nished to your soh by a hos¬ 
pital. 

Q—I’ve pledged a large gift 
to the building fund drive of 
my church. .What year do I 
take this as a charitable de¬ 
duction? 

A—For those who Itemize 
deductions, charitable contri¬ 
butions may be deducted In 
the tax year the gift Is actu¬ 
ally made. In your Instance, 
you may deduct the gift the 
year It Is paid. 

Q—We sold our house at a 
profit but put the money into 
a bigger, more expensive home. 


Will we have any tax to pay on 
the profit? 

A—Generally, If you purchase 
and occupy another home within 
a year at a price equal to or 
above what you received for 
your old home, then you will 
not be currently taxed on the 
profit pade on the sale. 

A complete discussion of this 
subject may be found in IRS 
Document 5017, “Selling Your 
Home," available free by send¬ 
ing a postcard to your district 
director. 

Estimate of Tax 
Q—I am single and have just 
started my first job. Is it true 
that I’ll have to pay an esti¬ 
mated tax even though income 
taxes are being withheld from 
my salary? 

A—Usually, withheld income 
tax will be enough to cover any 
tax due on your return. If your 
income for the year will be 
more, than $5000 and you'esti¬ 
mate you will owe tax of $40 
or more after income tax with¬ 
holding, then you need to file 
a declaration of estimated tax. 

Also, if you have other in¬ 
come of over $200 which is not 
subject to withholding — divi¬ 
dends or interest, for example 
. —you may have to file a decla¬ 
ration of estimated tax. How¬ 
ever, you may be able to ar-. 
range with your employer for 
an additional amount to be 
withheld from your salary so 
that an estimate won't be 
necessary. 

Q—I have just retired and 
get a disability pension from 
my company. How do I treat 
this for tax purposes? 

A—It all depends on the 
kind of pension plan your 
company has. Generally 
speaking, your pension would 
probably qualify for treat¬ 
ment as sick % pay until you 
reach retirement age. Up to 
$100 a week may be excluded 
as sick pay. 

After you reach retirement 
age, your pension, or some por¬ 
tion of It, may or may not Sh 
taxable depending on whether 
you contributed any part of its 
cost. 


Filter The Air Around Smokers? 


Smoking may be one of the 
prime causes of air pollution— 
at least in the vicinity of the 
smoker—writes nonsmoking so¬ 
ciologist Gus Turbeville of Wis¬ 
consin State University. 

Instead of developing new fil¬ 
ters to eliminate potentially 
dangerous chemicals from clg- 
aret smoke, Turbeville says 
what we realy need is a filter 
to protect the nonsmoking pub¬ 
lic from smokers. 

Holding that the right to In¬ 
hale pure air predominates over 
the right to pollute it, Turbeville 
recommends as a starting point 
to restrict smoking to private 
homes and public smoking 
lounges. 

Earthquake Warning Clues 

Local changes in the geomag¬ 
netic field have been detected 
some tens 'of hours preceding 
the onset of abrupt displace¬ 
ment along the famous San An¬ 
dreas fault in central • Califor¬ 
nia. 

Geojflfysfcists Sheldon Brein- 
er and Robert L. Kovach of 
Stanford University describe 
their search for plezomagtetic 
("pressume magnetism”? ef¬ 
fects in this seism ically Active 
area. 

Since the magnetic properties 
of rocks are dependent in part 
on stress, mechanical vibra¬ 
tions or other stresses tend to 
alter the electrical properties 
In such a way that thq geomag¬ 
netic field of the rocks is also 
changed. These changes can 
be detected and analyzed by 
ultrasensitive detectors. 

If the detected magnetic 


events are manifestations of 
subsurface stresses, as these 
scientists believe, this work is 
the first report on the nature 
of the time signature of the 
stress change in a ■eisraically 
active area. 

Food From the “Red Tide’’ 

The notorious "red tides” of 
Florida and California seasides 
consist of billions of tiny ani¬ 
mals land plants (plankton) 
that live in the upper layers of 
the ocean. 

Red tides are best known for 
their destructive effects on re¬ 
sort business resulting from the 
offensive odors produced. But 
these planktonic creatures con¬ 
tain protein, fats and minerals, 
and could be a potential source 
of food. 

Food scientists Stuart Patton 
and P. T. Chandler of Pennsyl¬ 
vania State University and 
their associates describe tjie re¬ 
sults of feeding freeze-dried red 
tide to rats to determine possi¬ 
ble food value of the aquatic 
pest. 

Preliminary tests of the tox- 
jclty of red tide as feed showed 
that it was not poisonous as 
hitherto believed; in fact, red 
tide was a good substitute for 
usual laboratory rat food. 

Subsequent trial feedings un¬ 
der carefully controlled condi¬ 
tions confirmed the nutritive 
value of red tide despite Its 
fishy odor (fishy to humans, 
that is), and high salt content. 

Amino acid conteht of red tide 
protein is quite similar to that 
of milk protein. Thus, red tide 
offers a challenge and opportu¬ 
nity as a potentially harvestable 
ocean food crop.

The five-man board of trus¬ 
tees of the East Side Levee and 
Sanitary district will reorganize 
in its annual meeting Wednes¬ 
day morning, and then will con¬ 
vene in regular session to con¬ 
duct current business. 

Reorganization of the levee 
district board consists primar¬ 
ily of the election of a chair¬ 
man, a post now by Law¬ 
rence Tolar. The chairman ap¬ 
points other major officeholders 
of the district. 

Tolar has not indicated wheth¬ 
er he will seek re-election. 

Last year, however. Tolar 
was re-elected only after an 
unsuccessful move by trustees 
William, "Mike” Ebersoldt of 
Venice and Joseph Grant of 
Granite City to unseat him. At 
that time Tolar announced it 
was the last time he would seek 
the chairmanship. 

The board consists of two 
Madison county residents—Eb¬ 
ersoldt and Grant —and three 
St. Clair county trustees. Tolar, 
Morris Campbell and George 
Duff, all of East St. Louis. 

Starts Busy Season 
The organization session will 
initiate a busy two-month period 
for the levee board. 

Following the annual meeting 
and regular session tomorrow, 
the board is to meet at 1:30 
p.m. with representatives of 
federal agencies and area town¬ 
ship and city officials to discuss 
establishment of an industrial 
park as a means of obtaining 
federal grants for district-wide 
improvement work. 

Attending the afternoon meet¬ 
ing will be Hall Fleming, Eco¬ 
nomic Development Administra¬ 
tion field coordinator, and other 
federal representatives who 
have been asked to explain 
wh'. federal grants are avail- 
ab’i -o the levee district. 

Improvements Ordered 
The U. S. Army Corps of En- 
rneers has ordered the district 
to update facilities of its nine 
pumping stations, including 
those at Madison and Venice. 

Drainage channels throughout 
the district also are in serioUs 
need of cleaning and dredging. 

The district is without funds, 
and thus is seeking federal 
grants to get the work done. 

The board will hold a special 
meeting at 10 a.m. on Thursday, 
Feb. 1, to introduce and adopt 
the district’s annual budget and 
appropriation ordinance. The 
regular February meeting will 
be held at 10 a.m. Feb. 7. 

Another special meeting Is 
scheduled for 10 a.m. Feb. 14 
to adopt the 1968 tax levy ordi¬ 
nance based on the new appro¬ 
priation.
